Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Dennis Rodgers on 01/06/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1 , 33, and 39, line 1 , after "needle device" insert -for use intradermal 
coloring--. 

Claims 1 and 33, line 2, after "a set of insert --.intradermal color introduction--. 

Claim 1, lines 4 and 5, replace "subset" with -sub-set--. 

Claim 1 , line 6, after "first contact edge" insert -, and wherein at least one 
intermediate positioned needle extends out farther than a less intermediate positioned 
needle within the set-. 

Claim 7, line 1 , replace "The device of the claim 1" with - A needle device for use 
in intradermal coloring, comprising: a set of intradermal color introduction needles, with 
the needles of said set having axes of elongation falling on a common plane and each 
of said needles having a pointed application end, said set of needles including a first 
sub-set of needles with pointed application ends arranged along a first contact edge and 
a second sub-set of needles with pointed application ends arranged along a second 
contact edge that is non-coincident with the first contact edge; and--. 

Claim 33, line 6, after "first line of extend" insert -, and wherein said first and 
second lines of extension converge toward an outermost free end of said needle set-. 

Claim 39, line 2, after "a plurality of insert -intradermal color introduction-. 
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Claim 39, line 4, replace "a lower most needle point" with -an outermost, free 
end needle point-. 

Claim 39, line 6, after "tip contact edges" insert ~, and wherein said first contact 
edge is a straight edge extending along the reference plane and said second contact 
edge extends obliquely away from said first contact edge and has a greater number of 
needle points than that of the first contact edge-. 

Claim 40, line 2, after "edges are provided" insert - with two of said three 
different contact edges diverging in a direction going out away from the reference plane- 
Claim 46, line 2, after "comprising a set of insert -intradermal color introduction- 
Claim 46, line 3, after "contact edging pathway" insert -, which is suited for skin 
contact manipulation by the user,-. 

Claim 46, line 4, after "said needle set" insert -, and wherein the leftmost needle 
of said non-linear contact edging pathway suited for skin contact manipulation extends 
out a different length relative to the rightmost end needle suited for skin contact 
manipulation and wherein an intramediate one of said needles falling between said 
leftmost and rightmost needles extends out farther than at least one of said leftmost and 
rightmost needles-. 

Claim 50, line 2, delete "the leftmost needle out father than the rightmost needle 

and". 

Claim 50, line 3, after "said needle" insert -set-. 

Newly added claim -51 . (New) The needle device of claim 46 wherein said non- 
linear contact edging is relative to an overall left to right non-linear contact edging 
pathway extending from the leftmost end needle to a rightmost end needle, and wherein 
said non-linear contact edging pathway is defined by a plurality of linear contact edge 
segments which comprise a first sub-set of needles with pointed application ends 
arranged along a first linear contact edge and a second sub-set of needles with pointed 
application ends arranged along a second linear contact edge that is non-coincident 
with the first contact edge.-.
